“But, considering the plight of 
the people of this province, it {s 
the opinion of the legislature that 
| legislation should be enacted at this 
| Session to provide: 


| REFUNDING DEBT 

“4. That there be a refunding of 
the public debts on behalf of the 
province, the municipalities and 
school districts covering the follow- 
ing: 

“(a) The capital debt outstanding 
and covered by outstanding deben- 
tures; 

“(b) Any capital debts owing to 
any financial institution and cov- 
ered by unsold debentures; 

“(c) Any amount necessary to be 
capitalized to restore the adverse 
cash position of each body. 

“®. That all outstanding indebt- 
edness as above of the province 
and of the municipalities and school 
districts of Alberta shall have a 
| clause by statute imported into 
| them, making such indebtedness 
callable upon 90 days’ notice; 

“8. That this legislature shall 
also enact the necessary legislation 
providing that pending any ar- 
rangement for refunding of the 
public indebtedness referred to 
above, it shall be legal to pay ma- 
turing interest at the rate of three 
per cent upon same, notwithstand- 
ing any other rate specified.”

ment then this present United 
Farmers of Alberta government has

“And now, I would like to in- 
quire into the cause or one of the 
causes for this failure on the part 
of the government.

CANNOT INFLATE 

It was learned that although the 
ratio of the net reserve to notes 
and liabilities (the banking of the 


leurrency) is 42.47 as against the

This 
does not include the five per cent 
which the chartered banks must 
deposit with the ministry of fin- 


}ance to protect their note issues. | 
|The five per cent reduction in the 


chartered banks issue of their own 
notes does not go into effect until 
1936.

The bank itself is already in the 
revenue producing class, It has in- 
vested in the Dominion short and 
long term securities mentioned, on 
which it will draw interest.

“PAY ON DEMAND”

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THE RIGHT TO RUN 
Mr. F. J. White, Labor member for Calgar) 
has a bill before the legislature asserting the 
right of a member of the faculty of the Uni- 
Wersity to participate as a candidate in a pro- 
vincial or federal] election, so long as his doing 


so does not interfere with the proper discharge 
of his duties as a member of the staff. 

The bill is of course aimed at the recent 
ruling of the board of governors of the Uni- 
versity which forbade professors and teachers 
to accept nomination for election to the legisla- 
ture or parliament. 

The obvious purpose of this ruling was to 
protect the rights of the University students 
and the institution itself to the full measure of 
service that may be reasonably required from 
members of the teaching staff, which rights 
might conceivably suffer if an _ instructor 
allowed his political ambitions to outrun his 
sense of responsibility as a teacher. 

But in the situation which has developed that 
is a possible dereliction which will have to be 
dealt with if and when it arises. It is late in 
the day to make a general ruling to the effect 
that, since such a case might arise, no professor 
or teacher may run for public office. 

The late Mr. C. L. Gibbs was a teacher on 
the staff of the city schools; and while holding 
that position secured election as a member of 
the council, which body collects the taxes which 
support the schools; and also as member of the 
legislature, which body decides what amount 
of assistance the schools shall receive from the 
provincial treasury, Having permitted him to 
do this, the legislature could not with con- 
sistency now refuse to aliow a teacher in an- 
other institution, also in part supported by pro- 
Vincial funds, to do the same thing. 

If any member of the University staff should 
plunge into politics, as a candidate or other- 
wise, in a way to prevent him doing the work 
for which he is paid, it will then become the 
duty of the governors to dispense with his re- 
duced services, if he has not the grace to resign. 

The legislature cannot with any show of 
fairness agree that the members of the staff 
should be disqualified on the presumption that 
some of them will neglect their duties for 
politics if not forbidden to seek office. The 
legislature should therefore approve the bill 
asserting their citizenship rights in the matter.

*Cream Cheese Dressing: Mash with a fork 
the desired quantity of cream cheese, adding as 
much thick cream as necessary to form the con- 
sistency of a salad dressing. Mix in enough 
cooked spinach, which has been chopped and 
drained, to give a good green color. A little 
chopped cucumber may also be added. Add a 
little more cream if the mixture seems too 
heavy. This dressing is especially good over a 
salad of water cress and lettuce, the piquancy 
of the water cress seeming to blend well with 
the cheese flavor. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: R. F. H. asks: “What is the 
cause of extreme acidity, which will be relieved 
for a time and always return. Most evident at 
night several hours after eating. Always feel 
as if I had been eating lemons or something 
acid. The taste of acid is pronounced even in 
my mouth.” 

ANSWER: I consider the most pronounced 
cause of extreme stomach acidity is the use of 
{mproper food combinations. 

QUESTION: Miss Norma asks: “How can I 
use Epsom salts to improve my skin elimina- 
tion, Will they reduce me?” 

ANSWER: It is better to use a restricted 
diet for reducing; however, Epsom salts may be 
used to induce elimination through the skin. 
The best way to take these baths is to take a 
warm shower first, then rub the dry salts into 
the skin and follow this with a cold shower. 
This regimen will promote skin elimination. 

QUESTION: Mr. Keith F. writes: “What are 
the symptoms of tapeworm?” 

ANSWER: Many times a tapeworm may be 
present without causing any symptoms, and it 
is probably not a serious trouble. If any symp- 
toms appear, they may include a large appetite, 
nausea, digestive pains, losing of weight and 
sometimes anemia. The usual treatment for 
tape worm is to cleanse the alimentary canal by 
means of a fasting diet for a few days, using 
enemas, The patient is then given a prepar- 
ation to assist in causing the tapeworm to be 
expelled. If you will consult your doctor, he 
will give you the name of a preparation to use 
for this purpose.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1808, the proro- 
gation of the legislature of Upper 
Canada brought about the release 
of a political prisoner and pre- 
vented the complete exposure of a 
political scandal. The prisoner was 
Joseph Willcocks, M.L.A. for York 
West, Lincoln (First) and Haldi- 
mand, who was a'so the editor 
and publisher of the Upper Can- 
ada Guardian and Freeman's Jour- 
nal, published at Niagara, who had 
been formally charged on the 
floor of the assembly of having 
asserted in public conversation 
that members of the house had 
been tried by Governor Hunter. 
The charge was referred to a 
committee which found “that the 
expressions said to have been 
made use of by Mr. Joseph Will- 
cocks are false, slanderous and 
highly derogatory to the dignity 
of this house.” The committee 
recommended a trial, whitch was 
held on February 11. Willcocks 
was found guilty of the charge 
against him and it was unan- 
imously resolved that he should 
be committed to the common jail 
of the Home District, which he 
was, 

Willcocks had to remain in jail 
under the warraht of the Speaker 
of the Assembly just as long as 
the legislature was in session, but 
the moment the lieutenant gover-

deserted to the enemy taking a 
number of men with him. He 
fell in action in an American uni- 
form at Fort Erie in September, 
1814. By that time he had been 
declared an outlaw, expelled from 
| the Assembly and what property 
| he had in Canada was confiscated 
' to the crown,

the length and breadth of Japan 
as a “defensive” war, No govern: 
ment could muster an army, con- 
scriptive or otherwise for any 
war not heralded as defensive. 

I agree with “Wanderer” when 
he says that: “in unity lies our 
strength” and that a league 
against war is a burning necessity 
but it has not been left to this 
late date to organize such a 
league. The World League 
Against War and Fascism has al- 
ready been organized with head- 
quarters in Paris, France, and 
sections in every country includ. 
ing Canada. In every city and 
many towns of Canada there ex- 
ists Councils of this League 
which take in all individuals and

MUNICIPAL HOUSING 

Editor Bulletin: Your Inquiring 
Reporter recently interviewed 
| three persons whose views on 
Municipal Housing were publish- 
ed in your newspaper. All these

The best possible answer to 
these fears is contained in the 


Housing Commission which 1 
recently submitted to Edmonton 
city council in its entirety, 
During the years 1921 to 1923, 
Winnipeg borrowed $3,500.000 to 
construct 786 homes. The Housing 
Commission in 1934 reported thet 
| more than 50 percent had fully 
paid up and further prepaid pay- 
ments amounted to $600,000 and

} Suggested to council that a 
further program now be entered 
upon with an estimated ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 contem- 
plated.
